Kellie is the daughter of Vic, KIPY and was first 
licensed nearly 14 years ago. That’s a long time ago 
for someone who is now only 24 and pursuing her 
Master’s Degree in Education at Cornell. Here’s 
what Kellie said about it in the scholarship applica- 
tion. 


I became a Ham when I was 10 yrs. old be- 
cause I thought it seemed cool. The thought 
of all the equipment and talking to people in 
Jaraway places excited me. I also fell in love 
with Field Day. I have only missed one Field 
Day since I got my license. It was always fun 
to be part of something so big. I based 
school speeches and Science Fair experi- 
ments on Ham Radio (for example, one on 
Propagation entitled “Night vs. Day--The 
Battle of the Airwaves”). It was also some- 
thing that my father and I did together. It 
made me part of something and exposed me 
to so many fascinating people. Because of 
this, Ham Radio had a starring role in much 
of my childhood. 

Right now because of school, I am not as 
active as I would like to be. (However, it was 
quite funny when I first visited the Cornell 
radio club station and was standing in the 
doorway, the guys hanging around couldn't 
believe that a female Ham had shown up!) I 
have moved several times in the last 3 years, 
and with school it is very hard for me to do 
anything else. I do miss all aspects of Radio 
and am very jealous of my father who gets to 
contest all the time. 

One of the greatest things about my in- 
volvement in Ham Radio is that as a teacher I 


1 am pleased yet sad to apply for this scholar- 
ship. Pleased in that, if I am fortunate to be 
the recipient, it will help me towards my goal 
of becoming a high school science teacher. 
Sad, though, because it's a memorial to two 
very nice people that I had been fortunate to 
meet and know slightly. 

I remember both Bill (W2OMV) and Hank 
(to those who knew him) (K4VOS) from 
RDXA Field Days, where they were both very 
active. I was still a “young kid” at that point, 
and both of these gentlemen were very warm 
and welcoming to me. I remember thinking 
of Bill as a “patriarch” of radio — he must 
have been already in his 70’s when I first met 
him, and still super active! He was always 
the most polite and refined person, with a 
welcoming smile. I always felt great when he 
remembered me and said “Hi Kellie” when 
I'd show up at Field Day. Hank was the 
same way, but also very light-hearted and 
jocular. At FD, he was our “Mr. Packet Ra- 
dio,” and he'd always be willing to take the 
time to show me the setup and how it worked. 
He also had fun as the natural power guy, 
and he'd explain that setup to me and every- 
one else as well. With his easy-going, laid 
back style, I was surprised to learn that he 
was a Physicist at Kodak. 

I think seeing “real people” involved in 
science helped me in my decision to take that 
path in my own education. I’m sorry that 
both of these fine gentlemen became Silent 
Keys in so short a time, but I was at least 
privileged to have known them for some time 
at least. They will both stay on as fond 
memories in Ham Radio for me. 


As they will for all of us.

Field Day! — Mark your calendars: June 23" and 
24", with setup Friday, June 22". 

RDXA traditionally puts on a major Field Day 
effort, and this year is no exception. This is a key 
annual event since members have the opportunity to 
work side-by-side at one location in a team effort 
that has regularly resulted in top 10 national-level 
standings. 

The FD site is in Webster Park just south of the 
campground in the area of the old Boy Scout camp- 
ground commisary. This also happens to be the 
location nice open fields, tall trees, and a tremen- 
dous 90-foot flagpole that screams “antenna sup- 
port” to any ham that sees it!! We will again oper- 
ate in the tough and very competitive 3A Class: 

The SSB-only station captained by Fred, 
W2TZ will operate 75, 40, and 10 using 2el 
wire beams on each band — yes, a 2el 75m wire 
beam! These antennas, designed/built by Fred 
W2TZ, have allowed us to command a fre- 
quency with 100W and have 100+ contacts/ 
hour in prime time. 

The second station (captains TBD) will oper- 
ate 80 CW, 20 CW, and 20 SSB using the club 
TA-33 tribander and an 80m dipole up 60° on 
the flagpole (courtesy Mike, NIOKL and 
Paul, N2OPW, the GIZMO captains). 

The third station captained by Raj, N2RD 
will operate 40 CW, 15 CW, and 15 SSB using 
2el wire beams. 

The Tech/Novice station captained by 
Gayle, N2TWI will concentrate on 10 SSB 
using the club 10M monobander. Tim, 
WB2KAO’s Novice Class has been invited to 
come by and get in some hands-on operating 

Bonus points will be an interesting and major 
area of activity this year, even bigger than before. 
These bonus activities provide wonderful opportuni- 
ties to satisfy the varied interests of many hams, and 
gives everybody a chance to participate at a level 
comfortable for them. 

“Non-traditional mode” demonstrations — 
These may be APRS, ATV, SSTV, or Portable 
Packet. We plan to do at least 3, and demo 
captains and workers are being soughi. This is 
one of those areas that allows for creative inge- 
nuity — let’s see what happens this year! Eve- 
ryone is welcome to stop by and check these 
out, and even give a hand if this is one of your 
interests!

Alternate Power is done using solar charged

If this is an 
area you're interested in, come check it out -- 
we bet they’d love a hand. 

Satellite QSO(s) have been done in previous 
years by Walter, NQ2O and Scott, K2ZS. 
This is always a major effort and a popular 
station. Depending on passes, it can be active 
over major portions of the FD weekend. 

The VHF station will again be captained by 
Paul, N2OPW, who along with Walter, 
NQ20 is another of our many dual RVHFG- 
RDXA members (as well as numerous RARA- 
RDXA members -- we have a lot of sharing in 
this community!). This is another major opera~ 
tion and the potential source of a big bunch of 
contacts. Discussions are under way to get 
some VHF radiators to the top of that flagpole 
this year. This team will enthusiastically wel- 
come any visitors bringing along their single - 
or dual-band HT’s and mobiles and giving 
them a contact!!!! 

There’s many things that haven’t been mentioned 
that are major parts of what makes FD happen: 
Food, power, shelters, logistics, teamwork and a 
helping attitude at setup and takedown -- these are 
the things that make FD the one activity where eve- 
ryone is needed and can contribute in so many 
ways.

China Clippings

HANGZHOU CITY — My discovery of a touch- 
screen Chinese/English translator, during a visit to 
Hangzhou department store, while Han, BZSHAN 
was at work, prompted me to mention my interest in 
the unit when we met for supper that evening. What 
followed was another testimony to his expertise in 
evaluation a wide range of computer and electronic 
devices and for me another inside look at the grow- 
ing class of entrepreneurs in his country. 

Han scheduled a visit to one of the electronic cen- 
ters on a rainy Saturday morning, assuring me that a 
more attractive price could be had at one of the con- 
verted state factories. Like the computer center vis- 
ited previously, this center was housed in a multi- 
story factory divided into very small stalls no more 
than nine feet long and several feet deep on either 
side of a very narrow aisle. 

A young couple ran the stall selected by Han. 
Every square inch of the back and sidewalls of the 
stall were stacked with palm pilots, scientific calcu- 
lators and similar hand-held devices. Above the low 
ceiling of the stall was an open loft, reached by a 
bamboo ladder, also crammed with additional stock. 

Validating the quality of the Electronic Transla- 
tor, Han concluded the negotiations regarding the 
price of the unit, and a cellular phone call was made 
to a distribution center elsewhere in the city to have 
the unit delivered. A couple of folding bamboo 
chairs was provided while waiting. 

Forty minutes later a courier arrived with the 
translator resting in the wire basket of his bicycle, 
wrapped in plastic to protect it from the rain. Han 
indicated the $200.00 price equaled a two-month 
average salary in the city. 

Our Saturday outing ended with a visit to a music 
and video center, also housed in a converted factory 
and crammed with more expansive stalls to accom- 
modate what seemed to be endless displays of audio 
CDs, DVDs, and VCDs, popular because of their 
lower market price. He thought it might prove inter- 
esting to demonstrate the difference in the way these 
products are marketed in China. 

Selecting audio and video items involved “play 
before pay”. Each stall was equipped with a video 
monitor and associated audio system; previewing 
each item, while seated comfortably in the back of 
the stall while the proprietor opened and installed 
the disks, waiting for a nod of approval or rejection 
regarding each purchase, provided an interesting 
end to a pleasant morning here in Hangzhou City 
and a deeper appreciation of the many-faceted tal- 
ents of BZSHAN.
